TWO new suspects have been 
linked to a commercial robbery in 
Barking. 

Police released new images on 
Wednesday, January 18, of two men 
they want to question in relation to 
the theft of more than £50,000 of 
jewellery from Turquoise Jewellers, 
in London Road. 

CCTV footage was captured on 
December 17, 10 days before the 
robbery. 

Images of the gang believed to 
have carried out the robbery were 
first released on December 17. 

The 45-year-old shop manager 
suffered head and facial injuries 


shortly before 6.40pm on Tuesday, 
December 27. 

Police found the man who was 
taken to hospital for treatment. 

Two robbers entered the shop 
offering jewellery for sale. 

The manager refused the jew¬ 
ellery and was attacked. 

He was punched several times in 
the face and over the head before 
being tied up. 

The gang then emptied the shop 
and contents of the safe. 

A third man stood outside the 
shop as a lookout. 

He then entered the shop and left 
soon after with the other two rob¬ 


bers carrying bags of shop stock. 

One robber is white with a black 
beard and was wearing a grey bob¬ 
ble hat, dark blue jacket with a tar¬ 
tan hessian laundry bag over his 
shoulder, dark trousers and black 
trainers. 

Another is also white with a black 
beard and wore a dark body warmer 
over a grey top, a dark bag across 
his waist, grey jogging bottoms and 
dark trainers with yellow soles. 

A third robber is a stocky white 
man with a beard and was wearing 
a grey hooded top, grey trousers 
and white trainers. 

DC Andy Davenport from the 


Met’s Flying Squad said: “This is a 
shocking incident that has left the 
victim very traumatised after his 
ordeal. 

“We are keen to identify the three 
men in the CCTV footage so we 
can speak to them about the inci¬ 
dent. 

“We would also urge anyone who 
witnessed the incident to contact 
us.” 

No arrests have been made at the 
time of publication.

Project aims to ease postnatal depression across East London 


AN ANTENATAL project that 
aims to reduce post natal depres¬ 
sion among new mums in East 
London has been nominated for a 
national award. 

The REACH (Research for 
Equitable Antenatal Care and 
Health) Pregnancy Programme at 
has been nominated for the Royal 
College of Midwives Annual 
Midwifery Awards 2017 in the 
‘Reducing Inequalities’ category. 

Dr Penny Haora, a research fel¬ 
low based at the University of East 


London's Institute for Health and 
Development, said the programme 
at Royal London Hospital, run by 
Barts Hospitals Trust, aims to 
reduce 'high' rates of post-natal 
depression by bringing mothers 
together. 

Dr Haora explained: “Post-natal 
depression rates are so high, it’s 
costing the country billions. The 
social support we’re creating here 
is aimed at reducing these nega¬ 
tive outcomes.” 

Doctors also hope that the pro¬ 


ject will lead to improved antena¬ 
tal care for women living in areas 
with high levels of poverty and 
ethnic diversity. 

A feasibility study involving 25 
expectant mothers, including 
Hazira Hussain, is soon to con¬ 
clude, with a new five-year 
research project being led by 
researchers at the University of 
East London (UEL) in conjunc¬ 
tion with Barts Health NHS Trust 
set to begin. 

A member of the scheme receive 


care and share stories in 'pregnan¬ 
cy circles' with another mother, 
rather than meet a midwife in a 
hospital antenatal clinic. 

The sessions are overseen by 
two midwives. 

Hazira Hussain, an expectant 
mother who has participated in the 
REACH programme, praised the 
scheme as an outlet for others in 
her position to express them¬ 
selves. 

She said: “I’d definitely recom¬ 
mend it.”

SECOND HALF 
BLITZ A BOOST 
FOR HAMMERS

West Ham United 3 
Crystal Palace 0 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from the London Stadium 

WEST HAM United recorded their 
biggest Premier League victory at 
their new home as second half goals 
from Sofiane Feghouli coupled with 
delightful strikes from Andy Carroll 
and Manuel Lanzini, saw struggling 
Crystal Palace sunk on Saturday. 

This was a London derby with 
many subplots. Neither side had been 
able to find consistency this cam¬ 
paign, while Hammers boss Slaven 
Bilic was once again reported to be 
under pressure following an FA Cup 
annihilation by Manchester City. 

Bilic’s problems mounted with 
talismanic French frontman Dimitri 
Payet saying he no longer wishes to 
play for the club. 

Palace arrived in east London now 
under the stewardship of former 
Hammers manager Sam Allardyce. 

Bilic brought defender James 
Collins back into the starting line-up, 
while Carroll was again the man 
charged with leading the attack. 

West Ham stroked the ball around 
confidently during the early 
exchanges, although clear-cut oppor¬ 
tunities came at a premium during a 
disappointing first half. 

Carroll was a whisker away, vol¬ 
leying over from 12 yards after 
Mark Noble had picked him out. 

Yohan Cabaye’s speculative 
attempt drew a smart save from 
Randolph, while former Hammer 
James Tomkins somehow missed 
the target from a couple of yards 
out as Palace began to push. 

West Ham responded, but Noble’s 
strike was too high as the opening 
period drew to a frustrating end. 

Carroll and Cabaye were off-target 
as both sides looked for a foothold on 
their return. Meanwhile, Carroll’s 
header was deflected behind after 
Feghouli and substitute Sam Byram 


had fashioned the opening. Then the 
Geordie frontman lashed wide after 
Palace failed to deal with Lanzini’s 
troublesome dead-ball. 

West Ham now appeared to be in 
the ascendancy. Carroll’s fierce vol¬ 
ley was blocked, while another 
Lanzini free-kick wasn’t too far 
away. Feghouli was creating prob¬ 
lems for the Palace backline in 
arguably his best performance in a 
Hammers shirt. 

The home side continued to press. 
Byram’s angled drive flashed across 
the face of goal. Then, with little 
over 20 minutes remaining, West 
Ham grabbed the lead. Michail 
Antonio waltzed around keeper 


Wayne Hennessey, before providing 
Feghouli with the simple task of 
knocking into an empty net. 

The Hammers were now in the 
mood, and if the first goal lifted the 
crowd, the second rocketed them 
into orbit. Carroll met Antonio’s 
cross with an audacious scissor- 
kick he described later as his best 
goal ever. 

The Hammers weren’t finished. 
Antonio found Lanzini, and the lit¬ 
tle Argentine raced half the length 
of the pitch before chipping over 
Hennessey for the Hammers third. 

After the game, Bilic said. “It was 
a great day for us. I am glad to 
praise the players. 


“The first half was nervous, but in 
the second half, we made a tactical 
change. But it was down to the 
players who reacted really great. 

“In the second half, we were mag¬ 
nificent. The crowd really helped a 
lot. I told the players that we could 
expect a little bit more support from 
the start and we didn’t want to lose it. 
We had to build on it and show deter¬ 
mination, commitment and a willing¬ 
ness to win the game today, and to 
give everything. That is exactly what 
we did as a team, all of them.” 

Bilic continued: “We had great 
quality in the second half. On top of 
that, the most important thing is to 
win of course. But to do it in style, 
score three goals and have your 
attacking midfielders scoring or 
assisting is great for them individu¬ 
ally. Then to keep a clean sheet was 
great also for our defenders. 

“I can call it almost the perfect 
result. It was one of those games that 
was much more than three points.” 

Crystal Palace chief Allardyce 
said: “It is tough for us at the 
minute. I’m still finding out about 
the players. They are making state¬ 
ments to me by the fact that results 
are not good enough.” 

West Ham are next in action on 
Saturday, January 21, when they 
visit the Riverside Stadium to face 
Middlesbrough (3pm).
